Owing to the lateness of the hour when 
the grand demonstration closed, our re- 
port as publishedfin Saturday morning's 
paper was necessarily short and income 
plete. 

In mentioning the names of the va— 
rious speakers, we omitted the Hon. W. 
N. II. Smith, who was waited upon at the 
residence of W. H. Jones. The speech of 
Mr. Smith was in full accord with the 
patriotic sentiments of this distin- 
guished gentlemen. IIe said that hav- 
ing recently returned to his native 
State, the pleasure of addressing his 
tellow-citzens on political topics had 
beon barred him, but during the cam- 
paigo, his voice would be heard in the 
East auvocating the claims of the great 
and good man, Horace Greely, for the 
Presidency, 

As stated in Saturday’s paper, the first 
hait made by the large procession was 
at the residence of J. II. Separk, on 
West Street, where he come forward 
and acknowledged the compliment as 
follows: 


Fellow Citizens - Words cannot ex- 


press my thanks to you for this com- 
pliment you pay me in your passage 
through our streets in this grand de- 
monstration, gotten up both in honor 
of our recent victory in North Carolina, 
aud in honor of Greeley and Brown, 
those champions of Constitutional 
Liberty and Civil Government, Though 
our State ticket is in doubt, still we 
have much to rejoice, for three fourths 
ot the battle has been won by the re- 
form party; and by the providence of 
God and the honesty of a Democratic 
Legislature, Judge Merrimon will be 
our next Governor, 

All we demand is justice. Let the bal- 
lot box be purged and justice meted 
out and I confidently believe that Judge 
Merrimon is elected by a large majority. 
The demonstration is an evidence to 
my mind that you believe so too. This 
dees not look like an evidence of our 
defeat, an evidence that we are dismay 
cd. No, fellow-citizens, it shows you 
are determined as freemen, who know 
your rights and dare to maintain them, 
—it proves you are ready for the ap- 
proaching contest in Nevember, when 
all of us of the North, South, East 
and West shall hail as our President and 
Vice President Horace Greeley and 
Gratz Brown, not a party President, but 
a President of the whole people—not 
one governed by party predudices but 
by the Constitution of our common 
country.

Through a misunderstanding betwecu 
the Marshals and the Committee, the 
procession missed the address of Judge 
Shipp, the Marshal supposing that he 
was at the Exchange Hotel when he 
was atthe residence of Judge Merri- 
mon. 

At the National Ifotel, while Mr. 
Jones, the representative from Cald- 
well, was addressing the procession, a 
member of the Durham delegation, for- 
meriy a resident ot Chapel Hill, then 
at the lower part of the line, asked who 
it was speaking; he was told Jones, of 
Caldwell. Getting up nearer to the 
speaker he recognized him as one of his 
college boy friends, and in a loud tone 
cried old “Coot” Jones, and nobody else. 
This being the nick name of the young 
representative when at College and 
well known in this city, itis needles to 
say that much merriment was created 
at the expense of the speaker by the 
enthusiastic style of the Durham 
delegate. 

While the procession was passing the 
Capitol square on Edenton street, 
several rocks were thrown into its ranks, 
striking two gentlemen. It was with 
much difficulty that some of the young 
men were kept back from the crowd 
from where the rocks came, One man 
was arrested for throwing stone in the 
precession and convicted before the 
Mayor's court Saturday.

squad of twelve men added a great deal 
to the suecess of the demonstration. 

The cannon kept up with the march- 
ing procession, and fired at intervals of 
five minutes during the night. 

R. II. Bradley, Esq., and F. T. Fen- 
tress, as the special Committee in charge 
of the fire works, acted well their part. 
They kept in line with the procession, 
and illuminated the line of march with 
constant and incessant firing of sky 
rockets, roman candles, Ke. Major B. 
C. Manly, as chict marshel, was indeed 
the right man in the right place, and 
tie great success of the demonstration 
is attributable in a large measure to his 
excellent management.

Boy ror GovERNoR 
or Bradſute 
Penn, the candidate of the Iiberal 
party for the office of governor cf Lou- 
isiana, was born in this city on the 13th 
of May, 1856. Ile is the son of Mr. 
Alfred Penn, formerly of Lynchburg, 
but for many years a prominent citizen 
of New Orleans; and his mother was 
Miss Eveline Carter Bradfute, of this 
city. Col. Penn is a graduate of 
the Virginia Military Institute, at 
Lexington, and of the Law De- 
partment of the University of Vir- 
ginia. When the war commenced he 
entered the Confederate service as major 
ofthe gallant 7th Louisiana,commanded 
by Col. Harry Hayes.

The ex- 
ports from all the ports for the weck 
were 7,608 bales against 17,647 bales 
last year. Total exports for the expired 
period of cotton years are 1,959,367 
against 3,106,507 bales for same time 
just year; stock at all ports is 67,298 
bales against 114.421 bales for same 
date last year.

Mr. Smith agreed 
to look iuto the affair, but said 
he was doubtful if the P.esicent would 
be induced, inthe midst of a heated 
campaign, to take steps for the release 
of any ot the prisoners, as it might in- 
jure his political prospects. The result 
of the examination by Mr.Gerritt Smith, 
and his subsequent report to the Presi- 
dent (confirming Mr. Greeley’s views), 
was that Col. Whitely, of the United 
States Secret Service, was detailed to 
make an official examination.

** * For many years in 
the Southern States we have been by 
birth aud education essentially conser- 
vative. Aggressive, undoubtedly, has 
frequently been the tone of our recog 
nized exponents, but it Las universally 
been the aggressive recalcitration of 
conscrvatism against the inroads of dis 
turbing thought. The argument in de 
fence of sluvery, for instance, as morally 
defensible per se, was based directly up 
on the barbarous customs of the bibli- 
cal ages, aud was in opposifien to the 
ethics of every civilized nation in chris— 
tendom. My purpose to-night, however, 
is not to pursue an inquiry into the 
bases of our past veliefs, but to urge 
upon you the necessity for educated, 
untramme}lled thought and action io 
the future. Our young men owe it asa 
sacred duty to the noble common- 
wealths whose representatives they are, 
to their impoverished fellow citizens 
whose war-stricken homes it falls partly 
within their province to repair, to the 
great nation of wich they ure integral 
parts, to the ever-pressing claims of 
pure morality and wise government eve- 
rywhere,that they should free themselves 
from a sentimental adherence to ideas 
born of an irrestorable condition. 

Truly, if : 

Newer knowledge, drawing nigh, 

Bring truth that sways the soul of man, 
it must be of the greatest impor- 
tance to each one of us, that such truth 
be received and actcd upon. The 
theme then, to which your attention is 
called, is the necessity for free thought, 
especially in reference to the young 
men of the South. 

* * * * 

Our ad vancement in the material arts 
of civilization furnishes a prolific theme 
for editorial panegyric and extravagant 
rhetoric. Itis hard to go beyond the 
simple truth. By the industry of man 
continents are dissevered, and the wa- 
ters of diverse seas fraternally com- 
mingle. Oceans ate bridged by 
“the word-winged, whispering wire,” 
and thought is flashed from hemisphere 
to hemisphere. Great lines of intercom- 
munication cross the sterile steppes of 
Russia, and the arid desert of America, 
and the rush of the{civilizing locomotive 
shakes the wigwam of the Sioux and the 
tent ofthe Tartar. The steamboat sup- 
plants the raft of the pioneer, the reaper, 
the scythe of the laborer, the chassepot 
and the needle-gun the musket of our 
fathers. In every department of labor 
and invention a similar progress is per- 
ceptible. 

ut this material progress, great and 
unexampled as it is, falls immeasurably 
behind the mental awakening of thecen- 
tury. Neversince Luther and Zuinglius, 
each for himself,proclaimed the priceless 
truths of the Reformation, has there 
been such a universal rehabilitation of 
creeds and theories. Some of our phi. 
losophers assert that they cun suggest 
even the very year from which this un- 
steadying thought dates: Mason, for

example, placing it in 1848. This 
renaissance is intiniately connected 


with our advance in the practical arts 
of civilization. Tennyson connects the 
two together : 

“In the steamship, in the railway inthe 

thoughts that shake manicind,’ 

As the Reformation was in part 
brought about by, and indissolubly con- 
nected with, the enlargement of ideas 


resulting from the invention of 
printing and the discoveery of 
America, so in the most abstract 


thought of our day we feel the potent 
influence of our daily association with 
the material tokens of a vast and rapid 
progress, And extreme, crroneous as 
doubtless many of the prevailing theo- 
ries are, restzassured that from year to 
year the world does not retrocede. Its 
seeming departure from the direct 
course is but as the tacking of a vessel 
against the wind, and serves only to 
bring us finally to the desired haven. 
Or rather, the advance of discovery is 
like the course of the spiral, which 
changing its direction at every point, 
winds around the sphere toward the pole 
of truth, attaining nearer thereunto at 
each revolution, but reaching it only in 
the infinite circlings of etermity. 

Of those who are so prompt to ery out 
that inquiries and criticisms of the kind 
alluded to are condemned by the voice 
of inspiration, we may well inquire 
where God has placed the limit upon 
our investigation. Man is too apt to 
proclaim to his fellow-man, “Thus far 
shalt thou go in saſety, and no farther,” 
and to declare that the barriers his 
puny hands have erectcd are the handi- 
work of God. Has our Creator for— 
bidden us to trace the history of our 
own race back to the ages when like 
beasts of the forest man lived with 
only the dim instinct of his appetites ? 
Has He torbidden us to search through 
geologic records into the hidden truths 
ot the theory of development? No, 
gentlemen, God is not displeased with 
sincere inquiry; and whether or not we 
attain even proximate truth 


“While this muddy vesture of decay 
Doth grossly close us in,“ 


at least we will have engaged in the 
grandest work vouchsated to mortals, 
an honest search for truth. 

Let not the fierceness of bigots force 
you, by reaction, into doubt and skep- 
ticism, where they cull into question 
the inspiration of the word of God. 
While I do not wish to fall into the 
very error of positive assertion that I 
have been denouncing, it does scem to 
me that it 1s madness to doubt, that the 
ethics and the law, the love and the 
gospel of the Scriptures,descended from 
heaven, out of God. 

** * *. * *. 
while nothing is further from my purpose 
than to suggest one word which may be 
construed as the utterance of a partizan, 
still, it is evident to the most unob 
serving tnat to be of active service in 
the Commonwealth, or even to act with 
common justice to ourselves, our fel. 
low citizens and our futare, ideas and 
emotions belonging to 
“Days that are over,dreams that are done,” 
must be laid in an cternal grave. 

In our country, and, shaken to its 
centre as it has becn by internecine 
strife, still smoke-stained from the pow- 
der of a thousand battles, cramped 
and misgoverned by imbecility and 
corruption, thank Ged we have yet a 
country, to-day every man stands equal 
before the law. Five millions of serfs 
have been invested with the dignity of 
frcemen, and into their untried bands 
has been placed the ballo: with its 
mighty power. To enable us to act 
with wisdom in this changed coadition 
of political society, a thorough rehabil- 
itation of our ideas is requisite. Sadly,

Advocating, as I have done, the neces- 
sity of liberal inquiry into the abuses of 
the things that are and the merits of the 
things to be, at the risk of incongruity, 


I feel it my duty to suggest two partic 

ulurs at least, in which our Southern 
conservatism cannot be tov rigidly 
maintained. We should unceasing! 
strive to preserve aed perpetuate the 
chivalry of a Southern gentleman, and 
the civil and personal liberty that tue 
republic owes cach freeman within its 
borders. Verily, in this material cet - 
tury, When the nation’s President pub- 
ticly declares that manulactories are 
better than chivalry, we may weil fear 
that the characteristic traits of a South 

ern gentleman will not survive the up- 
rooting of our social condition. Exam- 
ine with views not altogether mercenary 
that which is offered you as a substitute 
for what Browning terms 


“The chivalry 
That dares the right.” 


The quick sense of honor, the unswerv- 
ing integrity, the utter scorn of a lie, 
the prompt resentment of an insult, the 
unselfish neglect of personal considera- 
tion, the tencer courtesy—all the traits 
that go to make up the Southern gen- 
tleman—-all ought to be, and must be, 
kept alive in you, and handed down by 
you urimpaired. The changes in our 
social and political condition make it 
all the more essential that this, at least, 
shall be preserved from the wreck. 
Look around you, gentlemen, and eve- 
rywhere you see 

“The grand old name of gentleman, 

Defamed by every charlatan, 

And soiled with all ignoble use.” 
Upon you, and the class of which you 
are the representatives, rests the respor- 
sibility of preserving this character. 

Again let me beseech you to spare no 
honest exertion to secure and perpetuate 
the priceless biessings of civil and per- 
sonal liberty. These principles are to- 
day, under the shadow of the American 
flag, in fearful jeopardy. While the 
tendency of radicalism across the Atlan- 
tie is to secure to the bumblest citizen the 
complete protection of his personal 
liberty, here the result, if not the ob- 
ject, is to subject the States and the 
citizens to restrictions unknown before. 
Even those sacred principles emanating 
trom God, maturing for centuries in the 
hearts of Anglo-Saxon and Norman 
alike, bursting forth into the grand ex- 
pression of a freeman’s rights in the 
twenty ninth seetion of the Great Char- 
ter, these immemorial rights of English- 
speaking men are trembling for their 
existence. Guard them, genticmen, as 
you value your lives, as you hope for 
the future welfare of your country. 

As examples of single hearted 
devotion to these principles of 
liberty, where can you find nobler 
than your late comrades in arms. 
In this connection [ care neither for the 
real issues involved in the contest, nor 
the respective metits of the contending 
parties. Misled they may have been, 
but the controiling purpose of the men 
who wore the grey was as lofty, their 
faith as pure, their devotion as perfect, 
as ever entered human warrior’s soul. 
The protection of home and its dear 
ones, the preservation of their States 
from the invading foot of the enemy, 
the maintenance of civil liberty, these 
were great ideas for which our heroes 


fought, and fought so well. He 
who was with them and will 
not bear willing testimony to 
the integrity of their purpose, the 


matchless glory of their valiant deeds, 
let him be anathema, maranatha. And 
what tongue can do justice to those who 
teli—gour fellow-soldiers and mine— 
„whose unknown stars were early blot 
tel from the firmament of time to 
sparkle with immortal lustre amid the 
constellations of eternity.” Aye, club- 
mates, go where the moon light glitters 
inthe dewy grass, waving over tbe 
graves of Harris, of Cowan, of Gray, of 
all our brethren who fearlessly met a 
soldier’s death upon the ficid, and learn 
of them that noble devotion which 
beautified their lives, and made their 
deaths triumphant. 


Indeed, 
“The brave 
Die never. Being deathless*they but 
change 


Their country’s arms for more—their coun- 
try’s heart.“ 


Their resting-places shall for aye be 
holy ground, around which shall forever 
cluster the tenderest memories of our 
lives. When love of country shall grow 
cold within us, in their glowing ashes 
may its holy spark ever be enkindled.
